CULTURE OF CELERY.

Tho demand for this delicious vego-
tablo incrensos yearly, and it behooves
our gardeniers 1o pay close attention to
it enltare, if thiy desire to recrive the
bighest markot price for their crop,
Pure, white, unspottod sthlks are re-
quired by copsimers, for I they el
eamo isted the guality of the eclery |

Virdous are the declsions coneernin
the preference for ridge or trench oul-
tare, but whichever course is pursoed,
rich woil Is very essential. IT the planta
aro spindling nnd wonk now, they will
not produce fine, stalks; buta
Judicious use of ligmd manure will
greatly increaso theirsize. A solation
of guano waler is the best stimWlant,
unless barnyard liquid can be more
readily obtained. Dissolve one lnrge
iron spoonful of guano to esth gallon
of water, and apply iwice o wook.
Native gunno, gathered from the hen.
nery, will also afford a good sabstitate.
Dissalve ono pint of hen munure in
threo gallons of water, and let it stand
in the sun for two or three days: wa.
tar with it twice & week.

These stimnlants sro more desirnble
for the enlturo of colery in small gar
dens than for market gardening. They
could not easily bo applied to seversl
neres, but will nr.n-ngtgen the growth,
and increase the size of n low trenches.

Many amatour gardeners make »
mintake in earthing up the stalks too
enrly, before the plant has obiained »
vigorous growth, and thus the roots
are buried too deeply for their health.
In mast climates, the first or middle of
October is soon chough o begin to
blaneh celery for wintor use, and by
that time the stalls are largo and firm,
Groat eare must bo takon not to cover
tho crowns, i, ¢, the tonderest sprouts,
with sand or carth. Use the hand
rather than s hoe or trowel while
plaging the carth around the stalks,
and select a dry day for the work. It
is tho dumpness of the soil when sp |
plied which frequently cnnses rust to
nttnek the stalks,  In two weekm earth
up, or fill in again

Colery s now considered s desirable
sedative for nervous complaiot, and
also & good digester of other dishes.
AL any rate, it Iy a very delicious ad-
dition to dinners and duypcn. and with
the expenditure of & little eare and|
trouble can bo raised as readily by the |
amatour as the markel gardener.—|

RATTLESNAKES AND THEIR
BITES

In tho course of some notes on the
rattlesnakos, published n Forest and
Stream, Dr. J. W, Bailey, of Albany,
nsserin that this serpent is the most
sluggish of the snake family. It never
strikes unless in sell-defense, excepting
Just before and afler its winter sleep.
Of course the rattlesnake's ides of self
defense fs rathor broad. Thus, if &

n K u it by the purest no-
cident, the unr:: will ’Il‘llkll I:a allow-
anoe, but strikes the intruder on the
spot. To strike, howaver, it must be
in close cofl, with ita hend erect.  Itis
eapable of springing only a litle more
than bulf its longth, unless it bo lying
on an inclined plane; then by support-
ing itsell entirely on ita tail, it ean
spring much farther.  Hogs attack the
rattiosnake with fmpunity, the effett
of tha poison being probable neutralis-
ed by o thick layer of adipose tissue.
Dr. Builey is ablo to contradict from
his own experience, the statement that
serpents do not move about at night ;
he has otten, when riding by moon-
light, seen them gliding I.Eroﬂghuw
grans.  The suthor says that when the
vepom of a serpent bas entered the
circulation, all remedies are unnvail.
ing. Ho has neen a freshly killed
obicken split open and applied to the
wonnd, with good resnlis. In such
onsen the flesh of the chicken turns
green and putrid whern it comes in
contact with the virds. The most
certaln romady, however, Is whisky or
brandy, nsed in large quantitios—say
s quart—immediately.  Intoxication
is not exhibited until the poison has
been counterneted. Sweet ofl, taken
In doses of several ounces, s also es-
sential.  Sportamen camping in Texas
are necustomed after pitching their
